2. Claims 1,2 and 7-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to the invention of claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach or to 
fairly suggest: a loudspeaker system including a transducer, enclosure, port tube and 
port cover, wherein a first distance measured between an internal surface of the port 
cover and the exterior of the port tube is at least approximately equal to one-half the 
radius of the internal cross-sectional area of the port tube, and further wherein a second 
distance between an edge of the port cover nearest to the loudspeaker enclosure and a 
wall of the enclosure is greater than the radius of the average cross sectional area of 
the port tube, and wherein the loudspeaker system is constructed such that any line 
drawn directly from a tangent point on the outermost end of the port tube through a 
tangent point on an edge of the port cover nearest to the enclosure, will intersect with 
the loudspeaker system. 

With regard to the invention of claim 7 , the prior art of record fails to teach or to 
fairly suggest: a loudspeaker system including a transducer, enclosure, port tube and 
port cover, wherein a recessed area is disposed within the enclosure and wherein the 
port tube is disposed within the recessed area and wherein the port cover covers the 
outermost opening of the port tube in such a way that the outer surface of the port cover 
is generally flush with the surrounding surfaces of the enclosure.
